Skylights have hitherto been hinged so that the moveable frame could be easily unscrewed from 
the outside, and access to the inside gained without any visible disturbance. 

The improvements, shown by reference to the drawings, are that the unhinging is accessible only from 
the underside of the FIXED frame, which is fixed to the roof, and not moveable. 

Fig, 1 is a transverse section of the fixed frame as taken through the lugs to which the moveable 
frame is hinged, E E show how the lugs are fixed by the screws G G from the underside of the 
fixed frame. 

This new feature in Skylights gives greater security than has been formerly attained.
